MOVE ON MOSCOW 


But Siberian Dictator Says He 
Will First Seek to Destroy 
the Red Army. 


ADVANCE HALTED BY, THAW 


Operations Will Be Resumed as

PARIS, May 13, (Fretich Wireléss 
Service.)—Plans are being made by the 
All-Russian Goverriment at Ortisk to be- 
gin ah advance on Moscow, Adfiiral 
Kolchak, the héad of the Govérnthent, 
declared in an tntérview with the cor- 
respondent of the Petit Parisieh. In 
discussing the ~ military situation in 
Eastern Russia the Admiral said: 

‘* OWing to thé thaw and the difficulty 
of moving the artillery torward, « til 
prevails. But the operations will be re- 
sumed before long and we will try to 
establish atid guarantée cotimunication 
with Archangel afid also with Getieral 
Denekin in the south.

WASHINGTON, May i4.—Announce- 
ment Was mado today, in a prepared 
Statement issued by Acting Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt, dealing with the 
proposed flight of the Navy NC boats, 
that their use now for a trans-Atlantic 
attémpt is in line with the original pur- 
pose for which they weré designed and 
in the nature of a service tria} trip. 

It was the intention of the Navy De- 
partment to fly a fleet of these NC boats 


overseas, if the war had continued, to 
the point where this was necessary, and 
the arrangements made in connection 
with the present flight, according to Mr. 
Roosevelt, including the stationing of a 
bridge of ships across the Atlantic, in- 
volvé the same organization that would 
have been necessary if these boats made 
the trip.to Burope. The boats engaged 
in thé trial flight, he said, were designed 
for war service and afe ‘not freak 
machines put together to perform the 
single feat of a record-breaking flight.’’ 

Secretary Roosevalt’s statement reads: 

“The gidit navy flying boats built for 
for the transatlantic flight are not only 
of exttaordinary size, but of unusual 
construction and represent a wholly 
original Amerivan development. Tho de- 
sigh wads initiated in the Fall of 1917 by 
Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, chief cun- 
stfuctor of the navy; who had in mind 
the development of a seaplane of the 
makimuni sidé, radius vf action, and 
weight-carrying ability for use in put- 
ting down the submarine menace.

LENIN REFUSES. 

Another projected comprorhise for 
alleviating the miséries of Russia has 
been rejected. LENIN, | through 
TCHITCHERIN, has refused Dr: NaNn- 
SEN’s préposal for feeding Russia 
under the supervision of a neutral 
commission, and declares that “a 
** continuation of hostilities is neces- 
** sary for political reasons.’’ ‘Phe 
Soviet Government will support a 
movement to feed Russia so. long as it 
has no political character, “ but it 
will not be duped."' Like the ‘pro- 
posal for a conference at_ Prinkipo, 
this suggestion suited none of ‘the 
Russian parties; the anti-Bolsheviki, 
who have won important military suc- 
cesses recently, were also afraid of 
being Guped. But there was a differ- 
ence: the democratic parties wanted 
to be sure that the neutral supervision 
of food distribution. would be thor- 
ough, so that the reprovisicning would 
not be ‘limited to supporters of 
LENIN; the Bolshevfki séem to have 
been afraid that neutral control wouid 
guarantee impartial distribution. 

LENIN seems to think that he will 
be duped if neutrals are allowed to 
distribute food to all Russians re- 
gardless of political belief. His in- 
sistence on the continuation of mili- 
tary operations may be based on a 
confidence of victory over KoLCHAK, 
but there are repofts from Russia 
which suggest as a more plausible 
motive fear that a population no 
longer menaced by reprisals may turn 
against the Bolshevist leaders. What- 
ever the reasofis which inspired the 
Bolshevist refusal, one more attempt 
to find an easy way out of the Rus- 
sian difficulty has collapsed. Whether 
we like it or not, the world is begin« 
ning to realize that there is no easy 
way out. The redemption of Russia 
must now be the work of Russians, 
and there is no reason why the peoples 
whom L&NIN would, if he could, visit 
with the Red Terror should refuse to 
lend such material help as they can 
to Kotcuak and the other Russians 
who seem able to save their country.

THE SHIPBUILDING PROBLEM. 

Optimism kaits the President’s order 
permitting American shipyards to ac- 
cept foreign contracts as an assurance 
that the yards will be able to operate 
at full capacity for many years. The 
question naturally arises, What is to 
become of the Shipping Board's pro- 
gram for a great merchant marine? 
It was Chairman Hva.er,, it -seems, 
who urged the Presideht to issue the 
order. The announcement that many 
war contracts would be canceled had 
resulted in a chaotic situation in Amer- 
ican yards. Orns May 4 Mr. Huartar 
said in a public statement: 

During the first few months follow- 
ing the armistice we canceled con- 
tracts calling for 2,000,000 tons of steel 
ships and about 1,500,000 tons of 
wooden ships.. The Emergency Fleet 
Corporation caticeled these contracts 
because it was felt that we should not 
continue building ships at high war 
costs under peace conditions with 
money appropriated fot war emer- 
gency purposes. 

The logic was sound enough, but the 
storm raging about Chairman Hvur- 
LeY’s head did not. gbate, because the 
cancéllations had thrown’ many of the 
shipyards into confusion, and left them 
in the air, so to spéak.~ The owners 

had to stop building ships for individ- 
ual and foreign. account when the 
President, under thé act of June 30, 
‘1917, took the yards. over and requisi- 
tioned ships on thé. stockd. These caq- 
cellations, not mn, were awk- 
ward, nevertheless, 4 for. owners who 
had assembled large forees.of méchan- 
ics and made strenuous efforts to 
hurry~the building of hips to win the 
war. They néw saw a sharp decline 
in Lusiness and were confronted by a 
labor problem. Some of them railed 
at Chairman Huruar. Perhaps he had 
encouraged the shipowners to: expect 
too much, but the emergency of war 
had left him’ no altérnative but to ask 
tor aif the ships that could be butlt in 
all théyards of the country, day and 
night. He had" to keep everybody 
hustling and hopeful. The armistice 
came wnexpectedly, and the shipbuild- 
ing program had to undergo revision. 

Chairman HuBgLEy may have talked 
with too much enthusiasm about the 
expanding merchant marine,’Wut on 
that poifit the shipbuilders encouraged 
him until the scale of construction 
had t6 be reduced. He was undeniably 
right when he said that it would not 
be good business to go on turning out 
a vast totinage at war prices of ma- 
terial and labor in ativatice of action 
by Congress to adjust the merchant 
marine policy of the Government.’ On 
the other hand, the new shipyards on 
the Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific Coasts 
were” threatened with hard times, if 
not” heavy losses of invested “capital, 
by the cancellations.

These are hard days for. Picci 
The noble fanaticism of the orthodox 
has been undermined by schism; in 
Germany there are three Socialist 
partiés, 1 Russia there were several 
before it was demonstrated that on¢ 
of them had all the machiné guns, 
éven in New York the brethren are 
not living together in perfect unity, 
Nevertheléss there is still a Gertain 
standard of orthodoxy, which has been 
violated most egregiously by no less 
eminent a leader than Kagt KavTsky. 
Overnight this defender of the faith 
has become a heresiarch; within the 
week we may see all factigns laying 
aside their differences to join in read- 
ing him out of the party. 

Kavutexy’s offense is indeed a hei- 
nous one. He has said that Upper 
Silesia ‘ought to be ceded to Poland 
because the majority of the inhabi- 
tants ate Polish. And he said this on 
the same day that a delegation of 
eminent international Socialists, no 
less persons than HJALMak BRANTING, 
CaMILLE HuysMAns, ARTHUR HENDER- 
SON, RAMBAY MaCDonaLd, Pitere Re- 
NAUDEL, and Jzan LoNdueT, came to- 
gether in Paris to proclaim that the 
reunion of tho Polish people was a 
violation of the right of self-determi- 
nation. Herr KauTsky might have an- 
ticipated this much, since it is a well- 
known Socialist principle, that ,self- 
determination is inoperative against 
Germany, however admirable it may 
be elsewhere; that a Polish majority 
has no rights against a German mi- 
nority. But he could pot reasonably 
have been expected to foresee that the 
liberation ef Poland would also offend 
these gentiemen on purely strategic 
grounds, because it separated two 
parts of the German State. Such a 
recognition of one of the ancient prin- 
(pies ‘of imperialism on the part’ of 
internationalist leaders suggests that 
their sympathy for Germany must in- 
deed be deep. 


PRICE FIXING AND UNFIXING. 

It was announced yesterday that, 
after eleven bidders for naval steel] 
contracts had submitted identical of- 
fers, the Department determined to 
requisition the steel it needs, the 
price to be fixed Jater. That sign that 
steel prices are not jikely to go lower 
is supplemented by the Director Gen- 
eral’s doubling his request for bids 
on rails. When he was contesting 
the fixed price he needed only 200,- 
000 tons. Now he wants 400,000, as 
though he thought the market is ikely 
rather to be higher than lower, and 
wants to supply hitnself while he can, 
His hurry is justified, for the market |' 
reports indicate that foreign buyers 
may .overbid: Americans who ‘are ‘slow | 
about’ making up thelr minds. Bir- 
mingham actually bought rails here 


‘while the Director General was seek- 


ing. lower prices, and Italy has just 
placed a $6,000,000 order for Ameri- 


can locomotives. When the arrange- 


ments are made to finance the build- 
ing industry and the foreigh trade,

Mr. Heinz was born in this city on Oct. 
11, 1644, the son of Henry and Anna 
Margaretha. Schmidt Heinz, and after 
finishing in thé public schools he at- 
tended Duff's Business College. Mr. 
Heinz was 25 years olf when he. began 
in a small way the packing of food 
products at Sharpsburg, Pénn., which 
was the beginning of an industry which 
he made famous the world over. 

The possibilities of the industry 
dawned mote vividly upon Mr. Heinz at 
the end of three years, and 80, in 18Tp, 
he fremoved his plant to Pittsburgh, 
where the business was carried on for 
some time under the partnership of 
Heinz, Noble & Co. The firm name 
later became F. & J. Heinz, and in 
1888 H. J. Heinz Company, which was 
continued asa partnership until 1905, 
when thé business was organized as a 
corporation, with Mr. Heinz as Presi- 
dent. — 

Bésides the main plant in Pittsburgh, 
with ‘83 acres of floor space, the cor- 
poration has sixteen branch. factories, 
ninety-¢ight salting houses, 30,000 acres 
of land under cultivation, 40,000 people 
axsigt in harvesting the crops, forty-five 
dietributing centres, and prior to the 
war had miore than 400 traveling sales- 
men scattered over America, Europe, 
Australia, and Africa. The branch 
plants include one each in Canada, Eng- 
land, and Spain, and the corporation has 
agencies in all parts of the world.

SUGGEST TRAFFIC RULES 


Hold Time May Soon Come When 
Highways Will Be Reserved 
for Vehicles Alone.

Traffic conditions, motor truck, trans- 
portation, especially in rural communi- 
ties, and the education of persons on, 
foot in the proper use of the streets in 
New York were among subjects dis- 
cussed ‘yesterday at the Automobile Club 
of America at the annual meeting of the 
National Highwey Tvaffic Association. 

Elmer Thompson, Secretary of the 
club, and Professor Arthur H. Blanch- 
ard, President of the Traffic Associa- 
tion, urged a program of education as 
a step in reducing accidents in the city 
streets. This should be followed, said 
Mr. Thompson, by certain restrictions, 
such as prohibiting pedestrians from 
crogsing busy streets diagonally or in 
the middle of blocks. It was the gen- 
eral opinion that while New York has 
done much in the regulation of vehicular 
traffic, little attention has been d, 
thus far, in giving proper warnings to 
pedestrians in getting them to realize

Thompson, ‘‘haye a right to demand 
adequate signposting At all detours, 
telling their length and road conditions. 
Nearly all these emergency detours are 
im an atrocious condition, and the high- 
way engineers give no thought to the 
comfort of those who have to use them.”’ 

Mr. Thompson said that municipal au- 
thorities should give more care to proper 
signposting of main theroughfares, so 
that residents as well as visiting motor- 
ists might find the shortest. and best 
routes in and out of the city. In New 
York, he. said, there are no proper 
signs showing how to reach the Boston 
Post Road, the main routes to Long 
Island or other surrounding localities. 

“The majority of cities are delinquent 
in this respect,’’ said Mr. Thompson. 
“Newark, for instance, has no signs 
showing how to get out of the city. I 
know a man who once hired a guide to 
show him the best way out. I was lost 
in Baltimore: once for lack of proper 
signs to tell me where to go. One of 
the worst cities in this respect is Bos- 
ton, but there is virtually no city which

Edge Wants to Know If it Won’t 

Require Permission of Congress.

WASHINGTON, May j4.—Inauiry as 
to whether legislation by Congress 
would be necessary to permit New Jer- 
sey and New York to carry out their 
agreement to establish a vehicular tun- 
nel between the States under the North 
River, and if so, the nature of such 
legislation, was made today by Senator- 
elect Walter E. Edge of New Jersey, of 
the Department of Justice and the War 
Department. 

The :inquiry was prompted because in 
Article 1, Section 10, paragraph 3, of 
the United States Constitution, it is pro- 
vided that ‘‘ no State shall, without the 
consent of Congress,’’ among other 
things, ‘‘enter into any agreement or 
compact with another State.” 

At the office of the Engineer Corps 
of the War Department it was said that 
no action by Congress would be required 
on behalf. of the War Department and 
that no Federal legislation had been ne- 
commas. for the construction of the 
Hudson tubes,

So far°-as dyes are concerhéd 
any dumping: of this stored-up German 
supply would work serious hardship on 
a new industry that we have built up 
in this country at great labor and ex- 
pense. We can have no permanent dye, 
optical glass, or any other war-born in- 
dustry in which we have bégun to make 
ourselves independent of the Germans, 
unless we give them adequate protec- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Marcosson said that this protec- 
tion must consist ofa system \of li- 
censing imports for the next ten years 
as England has done, by rearing a tariff 
wall around the infant. industries, and 
thus save us from becoming the victim 
of a German dumping system. The

MAKE: NEW PRISON RULES. 


Former Convicts May Visit Sing 
* Sing Under Restrictions. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OSSINING, May 14.—Warden Edward 
VY. Brophy of Sing Sing today put into 
effect new rules permitting former con: 
victs to visit the prison. Superintendent 
Charles F. Rattigan recently advised the 
Warden to admit former prisoners as 
visitors under certain restrictions. 

Aceérdifg to the regulatiéns, no for- 
mer inmate shall visit the prison on 
Saturdays, ‘Sundays, or legal holidays. 
He shall not be allowed within the in- 
closure, including the yard_or factories, | 
without a permit from the Superintend- 
ent of Prisons. If he wishes to yisit 
a prisoner he must apply to the War- 
den, giving his name and address and 
the name of the prisoner he wishes to 
see. The prison attendants will first 
interylew @ prisoner tq determine it, 
he wishes to receive the former inmate. 
If.the prisoner does receive him, it will 
count as one of the five visits he is 
allowed a month by the rules.
